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HIGH SCHOOL DEFINITIONS: 

Subgroup Definitions (and order of selection – students only appear in ONE of these groups): 

ELLs = English language learners; students who are eligible for or are receiving ELL services and those being monitored after exiting program 

SWD = students with disabilities whose instruction is guided by an individual education plan (who are not ELL) 

Low SES (socio-economic status) = students eligible for free and reduced price lunch, a measure of poverty (who are not ELL or SWD) 

All others = students who are not ELL, SWD, or Low SES 

 

ACCESS for ELLs™ test:  assessment measuring growth toward English proficiency 

AMAO 1: a measure of the percentage of ELL students with at least two years of ACCESS test data who met improvement expectations.  

Rubric cut points for % of students: 

80-99% = 4 points  60-79%  = 3 points  55-59 % = 2 points  below 55% = 1 point   

 

NECAP and NH-Alt Index: Value representing full credit for students already proficient and partial credit for students working toward 

proficiency.  

Rubric cut points for index scores:
